Order must be sent on the coupon on the back cover of the 
February issue of the JoURNAL (or a photocopy of the cover) and payment in full must be enclosed. All orders must 
be received by NAHRO by May | to be eligible for this special price. After May 1, binders will cost $9 each. 


Save $2 on each binder ordered by sending in the order form, with payment, as far in advance of May 1 as possible. 


SPECIAL WAYS TO MAKE USE OF JOURNAL BINDERS: 
—Buy two binders: one for the complete 1973 set of the JoURNAL and one into which to insert issues of the 1974 set as 
received (the binder is designed so that single issues may be inserted and removed as often as needed, without damage); 


—Before ordering binders for the library and executive office of your agency, check around among individual NAHRO 
members on the staff to see who else wants a binder for his or her personal set; a sign-up sheet on a centrally-located 
bulletin board may be used for this purpose (remember that quantity discount prices apply for any orders of 10 or 
more! ); 

—Distribute a binder to each member of the board of commissioners (for added personalization, have his or her name 
gold-stamped on the front cover: most local printers can do it for you quickly and inexpensively) ; 


—Keep a set of accumulated issues in a binder in your reception room available for general public use; the binder is a 
successful way to prevent the mysterious “disappearance” of single issues; 


—Bind your personal set for a good reference in your home library.
